The fifteenth annual dinner of the Devonians 
in London, which took place at the Hotel Cecil 
last Saturday, will be remembered for a very long 
time by those fortunate enough to obtain tickets. 
Mr. John H. Lile, C.C., who has been Chairman 
of the Devonians im London for ten years, 
superintended all the arrangements for the 
banquet, and his task proved to bea gigantic 
one, as 674 ladies and gentlemen attended. 


; A Tremendous Cheer 

nnnounced the arrival of General Buller, who 
was accompanied by Mrs. Lile, and another 
ovation was given Lady Audrey Buller and Lord 
Monkswell. In the reception the crowd was 
intense, every guest being anxious to sbake 
hands with the General and Lady Audrey Buller;

The event of 

the evening was the presentation of the resolution, 

passed by Devonians in London, and beautifully 

bound in album form, by Lord Monkswell to 

General Buller. It ran as follows— 


That this meeting of Devonians in London desires to place 
on record its unstinted admiration of General Sir Redvers 
Buller as a brilliant and chivalrous soldier of the Empire; 
to express its warm appreciation of the great and value 
services he has rendered to King and count s we 
long pne of forty-two years; to assure 
unshaken confidence and regard and belief in bim as a 
skilful, courageous, and gallant officer, 


Lord Monkswell 


made a very, strong speech, iu which he referred 
in scathing terms to the anonymous critics who 
directed their venom against the gallant General, 
and said he hoped to see the day when General 
Buller would be reinstated in the position which 
he is entitled to as a worthy servant of the State. 


General Buller 

said that when he accepted last year the presi- 
deney of the London Devonians he little thought 
of the difficult po ition in which he was now 
placed. He hind. carefully studied Devonshire 
folklore and hunted up Devon stories, but these 
he had a’) forgotten in the great feelings of 
humility and gratitude for his wonderful recep- 
tion. He could not express his gratitude for the 
generous and sympathetic greeting accorded him 
or for the many letters which he had received. 
“I feel," he said, “ absolutely precluded from 
entering into any discussion whatever, and I 
hope you will forgive me if I abstain from 
doing so. 


“Secrecy is Foreign to My Nature, 


and I am among my Devon friends, but discip- 
line forbids.” Instead of talking about him- 
self, Sir Redvers did what was far better—he 
endeavoured to say a word in favour of his 
absent comrades shut up in the blockhouses on 
the lines of communication, whose lot, of all 
the hard lots in this war, is surely the hardest. 
One point about Saturday's dinner was perfectly 
clear. It was the absolute trust and confidence 
in the affection for Sir Redvers Which all good 
Devonians have.

George Lohmann Gone. 


No one who saw Lohmann on the cecasion of his début 
for Surrey in 1884—then nineteen, and the picture of hea:th 
and strength—would have picked him ont as & likely 
subject for consumption. Indeed, at the end of 1890, 
W. G. Grace wrote of this famous @jicketer that 
“he has a brilliant future before him, possessing gcod 
health, strengih, and stamina," Yet at the close 
of 1892 Lohmann received a warning which induced 
him to seek the more congenial clime of South Africa. He 
was absent from the Surrey team till the summer of 1895, 
| when he again appeared for the county which for eight 
seasons had owed him so much, Though he appeared to 
have thrown off the consumptive tendency, it was easy to 
see that he was not the same vigorous young man. He 
played for two seasons, and then returned to Matjesfont«in, 
Cape Colony, where he remained. except for an occasional 
visit—one of which was paid last summer, when it was 
painfully evident that he was in ill-health—and died there 
a few days since. For enthusiasm no cricketer has ever 
surpassed Lohmann; asa fleldsman in the slips there has 
certainly been no superior to him; as a batsman he was of 
the punishing order, and always likely to get runs, espe 
cially if they were wanted. But it was as a bowler 
— but able to vary his page with great skill) 
that he gained *o great u name. In 1885 he took 142 
wickets, and in each of the seven seasons which followed 
the number of his wickets exceeded 150. His best year 
as a bowler was 1888, when he secured 209-at the small 
average cost of h little over ten runs apiece.
